DIET AND HEALTH 


Is Coffee Harmful? 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M D. 


I HAVE always stated in this 
column that coffee drinking was 
not a harmful habit. In fact for 
many people it is beneficial. It 
keeps the circulation going at sn 
even rate in the heart and kidneji. 


Dr. Clendenin* will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


People subject to “heart attacks” 
do very well with it, using no other 
medication. Of course for the same 
reason that it increases the rate 
of circulation in th* heart and 
kidneys it increases circulation 
also in the brain and, for this rea­ 
son, tends to keep one awake. But 
that is a minor disadvantage that 
can be avoided by not taking coffee 
with the evening meal. 


Pome Reservations 
Now, perhaps I will have to 
make certain reservations about 
th* entire harmlessness of coffle. 
I say perhaps because I ani by no 
means convinced by the evidence, 
but I will present it in complete 
fairne«s. 
Three 
Chicago 
investigators, 
Drs. J. A. Roth, A. C. Ivy and A. J. 
Atkinson, report that caffeine and 
coffee beverages increase the se­ 
cretion of the stomach and hence 
predispo-e to the formation of 
ulcer. They also suggest that by 
studiing the prolonged stomach 
secret on response to coffee it is 
possible to spot those people who 
are predisposed to have ulcer. 
They produce no case histories 
on human beings which would in­ 
dicate such a relationship, but in 
experiments on cats where the in­ 
side of the stomach can be ob­ 
served the use of caffeine causes a 
“blushing reaction” over the lin­ 
ing membrane, and if histamine is 
given alternating with caffeine 
there is seen some epithelial des­ 
quamation 
and 
small 
erosions 
which might turn into ulcer if they 
were further irritated. 
Cat Experiment* 


I must confess I am not much 
impressed with this evidence. I 
have lived through a g. od many 
periods w hen people had produced 
small multiple erosions in the 
stomachs of animals by one means 
or another. 
On* was with broth 
cultures of certain germs. One 
was with infected tonsils. But the 
real difficulty of acceptance was 
that all these erosions promptly 
healed up. 
I suppose we all have small ul­ 
cerations in th* stomach from 
time to time— after making a 
round of the latest night clubs or 


attending a fraternity banquet. 
But that isn’t the same thing as 
having an ulcer of the stomach, 
which is a chronic affair and really 
digs in. 
The ulcer patient has had to- 
ba co and all alcoholic beverages 
taken an av from him because they 
increase his secretion. My experi­ 
ence with real ulcer patients is 
that they are perfectly content to 
let the alcoholic drinks alone be­ 
cause thev are n ade «o uncomfort­ 
able by them that the pain out­ 
weighs the pleasure.

The 
businessmen who have left the war 
production board form erly fought I 
for civilian supplies against Army 
and Navy demands. Now’ the ci­ 
vilian interest remains practically 
unrepresented directly, except by 
an inconsequential bureau, and the 
requirem ents of the arm ed serv­ 
ices are guiding economic policies 
and decisions. 
This trend of Army and Navy 
power in governm ent will continue 
to expand.
